In some Chap- 


ters, the reading of an historic paper 
forms part of the regular literary and 
patriotic program of every meeting 
In others, such a paper is only called 
for occasionally, according to circum- 
stances 


Annexed isi a specimen paper. 
The 


facts and dates given 
are correct 


They may be further elaborated by 
the future historian of thp projected 
Chapter in Reno 


Early History of Nevada 


In 1497-8, John Cabot and his son, 


Sebastian, exploied the Atlantic coast 
from Florida to Labrador 
On 
the 


strength of this exploration, the Eng- 
lish government claimed all of North 
America 
a" claim which was never 


successfully disputed until the Ameri- 
can Revolution of 1775-1783 


We have all learned this much in 


our school books 
But we do not al- 


ways pause sufficiently long to leali^e 
that the claim to the North American 
Continent extended 
not onjy 
from 


south to north, but also fiom east to 
•west 
Yet such is the case 
The 


English claimed as far westward as 
the continent extended, although they 
had, as yet, no idea where its western 
boundary -na.s 
To them, the Atlan- 


tic coast was but one vast fiont dooi 


We all know that Sir Fiancis Diake 


\\ as the fltst Englishman to circum- 
navigate the globe, 
(1577-79 ) 
But 


many of us aie not so familiar with 
the details of his -voyage 
He left 


Plymouth 
England 
in 
1577, sailed 


tUmn the Atlantic, around Cape Horn 
and up the Pacific Coast reaching a 
point as fai north as what is now a 
part of 
Oregon 
He landed at 
the 


moxith of the Chetko rivei, undei the 
pai tial 
protection of 
Cape Ferrelo 


Turning 
southward, he 
landed 
it 


Drakes Bay near Point Reyes, June 
17, 1579, in -what is now Califoinia 
Here he lemained from June 17 to July 
23 1570, during which time his men 
lived in huts on shoie, while iepan- 
ingr their vessels 


Now, 
these aie impoitant items for 


us to remember 
Still more important 


it is for us to note that Sir Fiancis 
Diake took possession of the whole 
country in the name of Queen Eliza- 
beth 
To this country he gave the 


name of Nova Albion 
The real "New 


England," then, is the Pacific coast 


On the old maps the name Nova Al- 


bion is marked as e-vtending as far 
eastward as the Mississippi river 
As 


late as 1772, the English had not le- 
Imquishecl their claim to the Pacific 
coast, on the strength of the discover- 
ies of Sir Francis Drake 


While Drake and his followers were 


sojourning at Point Reyes, his chap- 
lain conducted services from the Eng- 
lish prayei book 
This was the first 


instance in which prayers in the Eng- 
lish language were heard on the North 
American Continent 
Tlie 
spot is 


marked 
by a massive 
stone cross 


erected by California Episcopalians In 
1892 


After leaving Point Reyes Sir Fran- 


cis Diake sailed west^aid across the 
Pacific to the Moluccas, thence 
to 


Java and the Indian ocean aiound the 
Cape of Good Hope, and up the At- 
lantic, home 
He brought back to 


England \\ith him the news of a South 
Sea. 


The English possessions in North 


America now had a -western boundary 
Hence, the later thliteen English col- 
onies all claimed that their teiritoiy 
extended to the South Sea. 


In 1S55, Sir Walter Raleigh landed 


on the coast of what is now- Noith 
Carolina, aoid bestowed 
upon 
the 


whole country the name Vnginia, in 
compliment to Queen Elizabeth, the 
maiden queen 
Her successor, James 


the mainland of the United States is 
divided into two strips 
The line be- 


tween them runs along the northern 
boundary of Nevada 


Nevada, then, f,as once a part of 


King James' South "Virginia, once a 
part of Queen Elizabeth's Virginia and 
Nova Albion

American Continent was early under- 
stood. 


In 1681, King Charles II 
granted 


Pennsylvania to William 
Penn, who 


laid out three original counties, Phila- 
delphia, Bucks and Chester 
This last 


had no western boundary, but extend- 
ed to the Pacific ocean, taking in the 
northern part of "Nevada and Califor- 
nia 
Thus Nevada has been, success- 


ively part of.Virginia and PennsvJ- 
vania, and when the western boundary 
of Pennsylvania 
was determined, it 


left Nevada in Virginia again, along 
with the whole Illinois country and all 
the unknown regions west 


Inasmuch as the Nevada territory 


figuies on the early maps of Virginia 
it has a true Colonial history 
My 


farm is mine, whether I build upon it 
or not, so long as I have the deed 


The story would be very simple if 


there had been no conflicting claims 


Our early English ancestors did not 


know of any 
But they were destined 


to hear later 


In 1524, John Verazzano, sent out by 


the French king, explored the Noith 
American Continent and named 
the 


whole country New France 
But the 


successors found it impossible to get 
possession of New France, by way of 
the Atlantic coast 
Hence, they push- 


ed along the St 
Lawrence and 
ths 


Great Lakes, then down into the Mis- 
sissippi valley, cutting the English- 
man's Vn "ima in two 
In 1539 De 


Soto had dlscoveied the Mississippi, 
near its mouth, and on the strength 
of this the Spanish weie pushing up- 
ward 


In 1540, Coronado. led an expedition 


from Old Mexico into what is now 
Coloiado, claiming the whole country 
for Spain 
In 1542, Cabrillo sailed 


along the coast of Upper California, 
landing at a point south of what is 
now S^in Fiancisco, and claiming all 
undiscovered territory eastward 
It 


\v rll thus be seen that Nevada 
has 


been a part of New Spain and New 
Fiance, as well as a pait of Nova Al- 
bion and Virginia 


The settlement of 
these conflicting 


claims affords matej-ial foi countless 
essays 
We need only remark, in 


passing, that after the French and In- 
dian war, England by the Treaty of 
Paris in 1763, accepted the Mississippi 
river as the western boundary of her 
thirteen Atlantic- colonies 
But she 


still expected to get California, in two 
ways 
First by "gaining a foothold in 


Florida and pushing westward Sec- 
ond, 
by sending a wailike expedition 


to the Pacific coast 


At the time of the Declaration o/ 


Independence, 1776, Nevada was 
a 


part of California 
Numerous settle 


ments had been made along the coabt, 
the first of which was San Diego, in 
1769 
Tins was settled by Father Ju- 


mpeio Sen a, sent out from Mexico by 
Don Jose de Galvez Visitor Generale 
of the Indes, whose power was sec- 
ond only to that of the Spanish Prime 
Minister, Grimaldi 


Duimg 
the Revolutionary period 


both France and Spain were allies of 
the Americans 
In 1778-80, .Don Ber- 


nardo de Galvez 
then governor of 


Louisiana and afterwards Viceroy of 
Mexico, drove the British out of Flor- 
ida, and thus blocl ed their little game 
of pushing westward into California. 
Bernaido was a nephew of Jose 


In 1778, the English sent two expedi- 


tions against 
California, one under 


Admiral Hughes, the other under Cap- 
tain James Cook. But, in some way, 
they heard of the warlike preparations 
made to receive them, and did not at- 
tempt to land 


The vigorous governor was Felippe 


de Neve, who held office from 1774 un- 
til 1782. 


Hfe was succeded by Pedro Fages, 


who was in office from 1782 to 1790. 
Fages had 
previousTy 
distinguished 


himself by an exploration of the m- 


of Utah, and Nevada 


So "much for Nevada's Revolutionary
